(3) Prohibition, to trade and inability to 
lease and own property: for such’ purpose, 
(4) Compulsory return on ‘termination of 
indenture, unless indenture renewerl (5) 
‘The necessity of complying wich Eng- 
lish Jaws and ‘health regutitious, both 
foreign to thy Chinesd traditions. These 
restrictions, albbough they will undoubtedly 


deter many, will not, in Mr, Sxinven’s 
opinion, effect the influx of sufficient pum, 
bera to meet requirements. .. He lays down, 
tn his report, careful regulations to be ob- 
served with regard to the treatment of the 
Qginey:, both on the voyage out und in 
South Africa; health precautions ; aceom- 
modation ; food; wages, ete.
